Patrick Hogan, race track tout, 
was found guilty yesterday of sec- 
ond degree murder in the killing 
of Charles L. (Cutie) Bailey, an- 
other tout, and his punishment was 
fixed at 20 years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

The verdict, returned by a jury 
in Circuit Judge Peter T. Bar- 
rett’s court at Clayton after two. 
and a half hours of deliberation, 
left Hogan visibly upset. The de- 
fendant, a former prize fighter and 
an ex-convict, who attended his 
trial clad in sports clothing and 
freely predicted an acquittal, 
rubbed a hand over his eyes when 
the verdict was read and sobered 
his expression. 

He would not comment, but his 
attorney, Joseph A. Falzone, an- 
nounced a new trial would be 
sought. 

Deliberations of the jury were in- 
terrupted once when its foreman, 
Louis J. Houck, 6287 Creston ave- 
nue, Pine Lawn, sent word that the 
jury wanted to know when. the 
automobile, in which the shooting 
was said to have taken place, was 
found. Judge Barrett informed 
them the case had been closed and 
no additional evidence could be 
given them. 

Witnesses had testified the auto- 
mobile, property of Thomas 
Whalen, also charged with Bailey’s 
murder, was found destroyed by 
fire in a St. Louis County wheat 
field last June 26, the day after 
Bailey was found fatally wounded 
on U. 8S. Highway 66, near Bowles 
avenue, St. Louis County. Bailey 
had been shot apparently while in 
the automobile and thrown out. 

Whalen, a former district as- 
sessor in St. Louis, who had been 
seen frequently in the company of 
Hogan and Bailey before the 
shooting, is still at large.

Taxicab Driver and Jani-

Two men were shot and seriously

PHILADELPHIA, May 28 (AP). 
—Louis B. Mayer, the 57-year-old 
Russian-born movie executive who 
began his career as a Massachu- 
setts theater operator, topped the 
field of America’s highest paid 
executives again last year with an 
income of $704,425 as managing 
director of production for Loew’s, 
Inc, 

Trailing far behind Mayer; who 
received $7373 more than in 1940 
and whose 1941 remuneration in- 
cluded $548,425.60 as either bonus 
or share in profits, were a host of 
other motion picture executives, 
actors and actresses, industrialists 
and business men, a survey of an- 
nual reports filed with the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission 
showed today. 

Clark Gable, motion picture star, 
received $357,500 from Loew’s for 
second place, and Nicholas M. 
Schenck was paid $334,204 as 
president and director of Loew’s. 

Many of the annual reports, how- 
ever, have been held up by the SEC 
for possible censorship purposes. 
Included in this group are Eugene 
Grace, president of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation, who was second 
in 1940 with $478,144, and other 
top ranking steel masters whose 
firms are engaged in war produc- 
tion. 

Figures Not Highest Incomes. 

The figures also do not represent 
the largest incomes in the United 
States since many persons who 
with small salaries or no 
salaries have big returns from in- 
vestments. 

George Washington Hill, presi- 
dent of the American Tobacco Co., 
who got $456,415 in 1940 to place 
among the first three, dropped to 
$288,144 in 1941. This decline ap- 
parently resulted from a New York 
Supreme Court decision against the 
company which brought a reduc- 
tion in “incentive. compensation” 
paid the company’s top executives. 
The court suit was noted on the 
company’s report. 

Behind Hill came Darryl F. Za- 
nuck, who received $260,000 as 
vice-president in charge of produc- 
tion for Twentieth Century-Fox 
Film Corporation, which also paid 
Ginger Rogers $215,000 and Tyrone 
Power $188,125 for their picture 
work,

U. S. Airmen in ‘Hunt, 
Rio Source Says. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, May 2 
(AP).—A Brazilian Air Force plane 
was credited by a high Brazilian 
source today with the dive-bomb- 
ing destruction of an Axis subma- 
rine five days ago off the north- 
east coast of Brazil after a sum- 
mons for assistance from United 
States flyers.

“The plane is Brazilian.and was 
piloted by a Brazilian crew,” he 
said. 

The submarine, he recounted, 
was first sighted last Saturday 
afternoon by United States flyers, 
identified as Lieut. Harry Schwane 
and Sergt. J. G. Yates. They at- 
tacked and simultaneously called 
for assistance from land-based 
Brazilian planes. 

Three Brazilian planes joined in 
the assault. At least one of them 
carried mixed Brazilian and North 
American personnel. 

One of the three, sighting the 
submarine, power-dived and loosed 
its entire bomb load on the target. 
At the controls was Capt. Oswaldo 
Pamplona Pinto, who had had 
training in the United States. 

Planes circling the locale imme- 
diately afterward noted huge spots 
of oil and floating wreckage which, 
the Brazilian informant said, es- 
tablished that the submarine had 
been destroyed,

ity of only one vote in the Puerto 
Rican Legislature, and the political 
strife is bitter.

witness. With respect to this, Bid- 
dle said at one point: 

“Judge Sears examines in detail 
the evidence of 15 witnesses as 
bearing on Bridges’ membership in 
or affiliation with the Commynist 
party. Much of this evidence is 
rejected as being untrustworthy, 
contradictory or unreliable. How- 
ever, the evidence of two witnesses 
is accepted as showing that 
Bridges was a member of the 
party. If this evidence is believed 
—and Judge Sears believed it—the 
doubt is decided. The question is 
substantjally one of credibility.” 

On Communists’ Methods. 

In addition to his general find- 
ing that “the Communist party 
teaches the violent overthrow of 
existing governments, including 
the United States,” Biddle dis- 
cussed Communist methods of 
“penetration” and named some 
groups as “front organizations.” 

“The (Communist) party took 
control of the Workers’ Alliance as 
a medium through which they or- 
ganize the unemployed to develop 
widespread militant mass strug- 
gles, and ‘to build the revolution’ 
through association in ‘a militant 
class-conscious unemployed organ- 
ization,’” Biddle said. 

“Other Communist. front organi- 
zations ‘were the International La- 
bor Defense, whose immediate pur- 
pose was to defend Communists, 
but among whose members were 
many nno-Communists unaware of 
its Communist control; the All-' 
American Anti-Imperialist League, 
the American Negro Labor Con- 
gress, and the American League 
Against War and Fascism.” 

In response to questions, Biddle 
said he knew of no provision by 
which the President could com- 
mute or suspend a deportation or- 
der. Deportation depends, how- 
ever, on the willingness of the 
country of the alien’s birth to ac- 
cept him, and Biddle ‘said that 
there had been no assurance “one 
way or the other” on how Austra- 
lia would decide.” 

The Bridges deportation case 
has been under way for more than 
five years. On two occasions, once 
by a vote of 330 to 42 and the sec- 
ond time unanimously, the House 
voted to deport Bridges, but both 
bills died in Senate committees. 
James M. Landis, then dean of the 
Harvard Law School and now di- 
rector of Civilian Defense, con- 
ducted hearings in 1939. In an 
80,000-word report he found that 
the evidence had not established 
that Bridges was a member or 
affiliate. of the Communist party. 
In 1940, Associate ‘Justice Robert 
H. Jackson, then Attorney General, 
ordered a new investigation. A 
second deportation hearing fol- 
re over which Judge Sears pre- 
sided.

blazing gun, his shipmates said 
today. | 

In all, Axis torpedoes destroyed 
five more merchaht vessels in At- 
lantic and Gulf waters, reports 


yesterday disclosed... At least 21 
seamen lost their lives and 36 per- 
sons were missing. The vessels 
destroyed were Harrison’s ship, a 
Greek freighter, a New England 
fishing vessel, a medium-sized Brit- 
ish merchantman and a Dutch 
freighter. 

Harrison, a second-class seaman 
said to be only 17 years old, was 
the only man lost aboard the ship 
itself, which sank in five minutes 
in early afternoon, but 19. crew 
members perished when a lifeboat 
was struck by: the sinking ship 
and sucked under. Twenty-two 
men were’ rescued 28 hours later 
by a passing ship and brought 
here. 

Young Harrison disregarded or- 
ders from the gun crew command- 
er to abandon ship, saying “I’m 


I have to go down with the ship.” 
. The sinking produced two other 
remarkable adventures, one of a 
gunner who was caught by the foot 
in-a rope and pulled under the 
surface before an explosion freed 
him, and the other of the subma- 
rine commander pulling two crew- 
men from the sea, treating one’s 
injuries and giving them cigarettes 
before putting them aboard the 
only life raft that remained afloat. 

Second Mate Amigo Soriano of 
Seattle, Wash., 
Snow of El Segundo, Cal., said the 
submarine commander wore shorts 
and spoke perfect English with an 
Oxford accent. He dressed Snow’s 
cuts with alcohol, and said: “Are 
you American boys? Sorry we 
had to do this, but this is war.” 
They said four other members of 
the crew spoke English. 

They put the men aboard the 
life raft, gave them German ciga- 
rettes named “Golden Ring,” and 
departed.

Wilson and Frederick B. Rent- 
gehler, chairman of United Aircraft, 
gave to the group the most lucid 
account it has heard in the contro- 
yersy started by President J. H. 
Kindelberger of North American 
Aviation, when he chargeé that the 
automotive industry had failed in its 
allotted task of supplying aviation 
factories with air frame parts and 
gub-assemblies. Wilson and Rent- 
gchler explained why this is largely 
true, why the motor car industry 
has succeeded with airplane mo- 
tors, and why the Reuther plan 
was unsound, insofar as it related 
to conversion of automobile plant 


facilities to production of aircraft 


items. The tale they unfolded was 
this: The business of making plane 


— motors had hecome so groggy from 


lack of orders that the Pratt & 
Whitney division of United Aircraft 
was about to shut down in June, 
1939. It was saved by orders by 
the French and later from. the 
British. In June of the following 
year President Roosevelt issued his 
first call for 50,000 military planes 
a year. It was recognized on all 
sides that engines would prove the 
bottleneck of this program. 

. — 

Officers of Pratt & Whitney 
were convinced that existing fa- 
cilities were inadequate for the 
program, that they could not be 
expanded to meet it and that allied 
industries, particularly that manu- 
facturing motor cars, would have 
to be called in. They took the idea 
to William S. Knudsen, then direc- 
tor general of the Office of Pro- 
duction Management. What the 
speakers called “the battle of 1940” 
resulted. 

Not only Knudsen but the Army 
and Navy, they asserted, believed 
it was necessary only to — give 
orders to motor car factories and 
allow them a month or so for in- 
stalling new dies and jigs, where- 
upon planes and their engines 
would begin pouring off the as- 
oie belt like Fords or Chevro- 

The battle lay in a struggle to 
convince Knudsen and the armed 
services that the two products 
were so dissimilar that motor car 
Plants would have to scrap their 
entire equipment and acquire new 
machines in order to build air- 
Planes. Wilson and Rentschler 


argued that the making of auto- 
mobiles in a fast-moving process of 
crude tolerances and designs 
frozen for each. year’s’ model was 
far different from manufacturing 
planes in a slow-moving technique, 
using ultra-close precisions and 
constantly changing designs. 

It was agreed that victory for 
this point of view was owed to 
Charles -E. Sorensen, top produc- 
tion man of Ford Motor Co. In 
August, 1940, Sorensen sent 25 of 
his very best engineers to the 
Pratt & Whitney plant in this area. 
When they made their report, 
Sorensen did not waste an instant 
in reaching a decision. “This is 
a new job,” he said. Into the dis- 
card went all thought of convert- 
ing motor car plant equipment to 
use in making airplane motors. 


Production Team Set Up. 


The Ford decision was adopted 
by Buick, Chevrolet and Nash- 
Kelvinator, who joined with Pratt 
& Whitney in forming what 
Rentschier called “the greatest 
production team in history.” Un- 
der a nominal royalty of $1 an 
engine, Pratt & Whitney licensed 
the companies to make its engines, 
and supplied them with its designs, 
models of machine tools and man- 
ufacturing “know-how.” 

Thanks to this short-cut, the 
speakers maintained, the airplane 
motor bottleneck has been broken, 
and at least a year has been saved 
in that particular program. Ford, 
Buick, Chevrolet and Nash are al- 
ready in respectable production, at 
figures they could not have at- 
tained without help before 1943. 
As it is, estimates of total output 
for this item in 1943 and 1944 are 
nothing less than staggering. That 
for 1942 is itself: imposing. 


Even after they were convinced. 


about airplane motors, the account 
went on, the authorities and auto- 
motive industry long refused to 
believe their equipment was use- 
less for making air frames. The 
chief exception was Briggs Manu- 
facturing Co. of Detroit, which is 
far out in advance. This concern 
two years ago scrapped all its 
body-making machines and put in 
new equipment for making air 
frame parts and sub-assemblies. 
Pratt & Whitney make several

In economic planning for this 
war, there is a choice to be made 
—whether we shall, for instance, 
build plants whose output will 
benefit us in 1944 or 1945, or 
whether we shall concentrate on 
such processes and possibilities as 
will yield us returns this year and 
in 1943, For instance, we need 


we can get it from oil in two to 
three years, and from grain in one 
year. The question which is 
cheaper is not decisive. Decisive is 
the perspective for the war. Do 
we want it for a long war or a 
short war? 7

N the military field, we have 
to ask ourselves: Shall our great 
offensive in the west come in 1942 
or 1943 or 19457 In this, forces 
have to be weighed. It is not a 
business for a layman to answer, 
but we have some history behind 
us. At Munich the Allies won a 
six months’ postponement of the 
war—Dy giving up more than. they 
could gain in.six months. 
The rearmament following Mu- 
nich, up to the war, was nothing 
compared with 50 excellent Czecho- 
Slovak divisions, strong Czech for- 
tifications, and Russia as an imme- 
diate ally. In three years we have 
not been able to make the all-out 
two-front war which could have 
been made instead of Munich. 
When the war began, the West- 
ern Powers, France and: England, 
settled down to a long war. They 
made no. offensive; indeed, they 
made no military move at all. This 
was not’an emotional decision, 
based upon optimism or pessimism. 
It was an intellectual decision, 
based upon a miscalculation of the 
tactics of modern war. 

* *« *# : 
T seems to me that most Ameri- 
cans think today that the pes- 
simistic way of reckoning is the 
safer one. So our Government 
prepares us for. setbacks and en- 
durance. And it is well to do so 
if there are the slightest signs of 


warning that things, after all, are 
pretty black? Does it mean that 
any American ever has thought for 
a moment that this war can 
won in the course of a few months 
by a walkover? I cannot believe 
that any American thinks 80. 
a * * 


HERE is another fact to this. 

This war is being waged by 
psychological as well. as by physi- 
cal means. And it’s quite impos- 
sible to say anything to the people 
of America that is not known to 
our enemies. | 

This week we are in the odd po- 
sition of making the same propa- 
ganda as the Axis. We say things 
are dark, we can lose the war, 
etc. And that comes right in the 
moment when we see some symp- 
toms of coming disintegration in 
Germany. Are we to allow some 
retreating industrialists—if they 


exist—to. put us where we. stiffen 
the morale of the Germans? 


The whole of Europe, not only 


Germany but the occupied coun- 


tries, is listening carefully and 
asking, “Are the Ameficans really 
convinced that the balance of pow- 
er has shifted to the United. Na- 
tions, and are they really prepar- 
ing a decisive blow?” It makes a 
lot of difference to a Frenchman 


be/if he can expect our ultimate vic- 


tory in, let us say, the spring of 
1943, or at some more distant date, 
for instance in 1945. The one esti- 
mate steels him to resist; the oth- 
er to endure, or even to collabo- 
rate. 


And for Germany, the. answer 
either induces hopelessness in the 
masses of the people, or the con- 
viction that they still have a 
chance. |

The pictures give an exception- 


-lally graphic reproduction of mech- 
anized power and constant fluidity 


of movement as well as desperate 
intensity of the battle. They show 
Nazi tanks plunging forward 
across broken terrain, moving 
through a haze of smoke as shells 
burst around them, and big Rus- 
sian guns firing steadily from well- 
camouflaged positions- 


Red infantrymen, each two sol- 
diers carrying a long-barreled anti- 
tank rifle, rush forward from 
shell hole to shell hole, from hum- 
mock to hummock. They take 
cover and put their rifles into op- 
eration with great speed. Several 
of these rifles open fire from the 
ground in a right angle flank posi- 
tion on the enemy’s advancing 
tanks. Whether hit by the artil- 
lery or the anti-tank rifles, the 
enemy tanks are stopped dead and 
Germans are seen running away 
from them, 

Infantry Charge. 

Other scenes show successive 
groups of Russian infantrymen as 
they charge around the exposed 
face of the cliff. Earth is spat- 
tered by machine-gun bullets. As 
one group goes around the cliffside 
and over the top, a soldier falls 
dead, but waves of his comrades 
move on unflinchingly, 

The pictures also show Soviet 
troops fighting their way through 
the shell-torn ruins of a village. 
The soldiers take shelter behind 
the rubble of chimneys and frag- 
mentary walls of demolished 
houses, leaping forward from one 
cover to another, firing steadily. 
Here, too, their figures are halt

Pushing ahead steadily despite 
the loss of part of its forward 
deck, the Blakeley crossed St. 
Lucia channel safely and was 
standing off the harbor entrance 
here when an enemy submarine 
attempted to maneuver into posi- 
tion for another torpedoing. 

Although only a mile or so away 
from security inside Castries har- 
bor, the Blakeley narrowly es- 
caped the same fate that struck it 
last Monday off Martinique. . The 
destroyer wallowed toward port, its 
tangled and crumpled broken nose 


hanging off both sides. But its 


guns were ready and aimed; it 
was prepared to put up the stiff- 
est kind of fight. 

As an eyewitness to the 15-min- 
ute counteroffensive put up by the 
protecting escorts, I was close 
enough to the Blakeley to see the 
faces of its men, hear their shouts 
and cries of delight as bombs 
smashed into their target some- 
where a couple of miles westward. 
These survivors of Monday’s sub- 
marine attack off Martinique were 
covered with oi] and tired but the 
discovery that an enemy subma- 
rine was >gain stalking their ship 
gave them a fighting spirit that 
was fine to see. 


Cut to 10 Knots. 


From my perch aboard an armed 
British launch running alongside 
the Blakeley I could see its men 
straighten up a bit as the first 
bomber swooped down and went 
into battle. Ever since the crip- 
pled ship cleared .Fort de France 
at noon, exactly 48 hours after it 
crept around Cape Solomon on 
Monday, it had been at battle sta- 
tions. It could make only 10 knots. 

(A Vichy dispatch said the de- 
stroyer had been given 48-hour ref- 
uge at Fort de France and that 
“in keeping with the principles of 


humanity permitted by interna- 
tional law, two wounded men were 
hospitalized. No help was given 
the ship.”))

Off its starboard side, framed by 
the sun just about to drop into the 
Caribbean, the fight continued.

-Allied Nations Need Pacific Charter, 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

/T’HE war against the Nazis and 

Fascists in Europe and in the At- 
lantic Ocean is still desperately tense, 
but it is not going too badly for our side. 
“The war in Asia on the other hand is 
still a nearly unbroken series of defeats 
and retreats. One reason is that the 
people of the countries conquered by the 
Nazis hate their system of dictatorship 
and mostly refuse to collaborate and 
sometimes fight their Nazi -conquerors 
by sabotage and guerrilla warfare. 

But in Asia, except for the Filipinos, 
that is not the case. The native popula- 
tions of the Dutch Hast Indies, Burma, 
Malaya and India mostly regard conquest 
by the Axis as merely an exchange of 
masters, despite the genuine advances in 
self-government which they have made 
in recent years. 

The Filipinos fought with us like tigers 

because they had already been given a 
great degree of self-government and were 
promised complete freedom and clearly 
believed that our promises would be car- 
ried out, But the other colonial inhabi- 
tants of territory governed by some of 
the United Nations felt no such reason 
for fighting. 
.To give assurance to the people of 
Asia that our aim of greater freedom 
and democracy will be carried out there 
as well as elsewhere, President Roose- 
velt should call a conference of those of 
the United Nations which are most 
nearly concerned with the fight in the 
Far Bast to promulgate a Pacific Char- 
ter similar to the Atlantic Charter, guar- 
anteeing freedom for all. 

When Churchill specifically stated, ap- 
parently without consultation with 
President Roosevelt, that the Atlantic 
Charter did not apply to the Far East 
or to India, he dealt a severe blow to the 
moralé of the native peoples in that 
region. 

A Pacific Charter of freedom for all 
colonial people, issued by a Pacific con- 
ference of the United Nations, would go 
far toward remedying this blow. It is 
not too much to say that such a Pacific 
Charter is necessary to give full meaning 
and universality to the noble idea, re- 
cently stated by Vice-President Wallace, 
that this war is one to advance and safe- 

guard the “revolution of the common 
man.”

Mr. Roosevelt is right. ‘There can be only one 
answer. There is only one answer, and the news- 
papers of the United States are making it. 

If the Commander-in-Chief expects this of the na- 
tion’s newspapers, what may the country expect of 
him? Many qualities might be listed—the same 
loyalty, the same energy, the same courage and 
vision and, in addition, resolution and boldness, in- 
tegrity and devotion to democratic justice. 
Consider for a moment only the last—devotion to 
democratic justice. This obviously is fundamental 
in the war which the United States is waging against 
brute-force dictatorship. If we do not believe in 
even-handed justice administered in free courts, then 
we make a mockery of all the sacrifices—of the blood 
and sweat and tears—that Americans are putting 
into this war. 

The people of the United States beliéve in that 
kind of justice, and so must their President. Yet 
here is the spectacle, for all the nation to see, of the 
virtual appointment by Mr. Roosevelt of Boss Frank 
Hague of Jersey City to the Federal bench. Actually, 
the President has appointed one Thomas F. Meaney. 
But Meaney is, to use the apt description of Gov. 
Edison of New Jersey, a pawn of Hague. The only 
reason he was named is because he is a Hague 
hireling. He has been on and off the New Jersey 
bench at Hague’s bidding. If the ruthless Jersey 
City boss had the least doubt that he could control 
Meaney, he would not want him on the bench. 

It would be blow enough at the war morale if 
this were just a case of playing politics—an assign- 
ment of Federal patronage to help Democratic Sen- 
ator Smathers in his uphill battle for re-election this 
year.

That clear official statement denying that theré 
was excessive drinking showld have killed the story 
for all time, Then why does a college president, 4 
clergyman, deliberately revive it in a public address? 
Does he not realize that by dothg so he is disptiting 
the word of an official commission and, ‘worse than 
that, he is smearing the mén and officers of the 
nation’s fighting services? 

Dr. Cutten not only misstated the facts about Pearl 
Harbor, but hé went on to say, accordifig to the news 
dispatch, “that the liquor industry is the only large 
business not curtailed by the war.” : 

The fact is that many curtailments have been im- 
posed. Only yesterday, it was announced that the 
War Productions Board had ordered a 90 per cent 
production cut in whisky manufacture, so that the 
distilleries may be “used for making industrial 
alcohol. Almost five months ago, 60 per cent of all 
distillery facilities had been turned over to this 
purpose by Government order. Previously, the tse 
of molasses for making liquor had been forbidden. 
Later, 25 distilleries weré ordered to give up their 
stocks of crude whisky to be redistilled into indus- 
trial alcohol. 

The liquor industry is not a subject of favoritism, 
no matter what the prohibitioniéts may say. If the 
Government wants to convert all liquor facilities to 
production of alcohol for use in war products and 
synthetic rubber, and that step is quite probable, wé 
daresay that even the most vigorous anti-prohibition- 
ist will not object. Neither is anybody going to 


will be considerable pdblic objection to stich unfair 
tactics as talking about “drinking our way to vic- 
tory,” about drunkenness at Pearl Harbor and fa- 
voritism for the liquor interests. 
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THE FREEZING OF VITAL WAR WORKERS. 

The decision to freeze essential workers in war 
production was inevitable in an all-out war. The 
United States, in its conflict with the Axis, can no 
more have one vital war industry buying skilled 
workers away from anothér vital war industry than 
We can have thé Army raiding the Navy for officers 
and men or vice versa. 

As it happens, much of the worst pirating has been 
in the aircraft industry. To fill their employment 
needs, some companies have not hesitated to offer 
workers pay increases to lédve their job at other 
airplane factories. This practice helps out at one 
end but obviously slows down production at the 
other. Output must stiffer in the invaded factories 
until more men can be recruited and trained. War 
production obviously cannot be on any such basis 
and be efficient. 

Pirating creates still other problems which add to 
the wartime dislocations. As Paul V. McNutt, direc- 
tor of the War Manpower Commission, says, it de- 
stroys “the rivets of the production line at one point, 
creates unnecessary migration, and gives rise to 
housing shortages at the point of employment.” 

The means for freezing these essential workers will 
need to be worked out with care. If the United States 
Employment Service is required to apply a set of 
rules too rigid, freezing can do no end of harm aid 
work many injustices. Here is another field of gov- 
ernmental contfol whose practical test will be in the 
wisdom of its application.

New Educational Task. 

The intelligent clerbyman of 75 
years ago, Dr. McGregor § said, 
would have declared that when 
such changes occurred there would 
be no Christianity left “but they 
have happened and the Christian 
church goes on.”

tional religious experiences but 
first of all to provide those experi- 
ences. I am thinking of such ex- 
periences as obedience and rever- 
ence to God, social attitudes of co- 
operation and consideration, appre- 
ciation of the good and the beau- 
tiful, creative actions and freedom, 
respect for religious tradition. 

“If we educate with the forms 
of the past or the future we shall 
be of little value to the living 
present. The needs of our day call 
for an active program of initiat- 
ing people in this Christian experi- 
ence and of giving them a clear 
statement of the ‘directions life 
must take if it is to be saved.”

“After having two ships sunk 
beneath me, I had made up my 
mind to go down with the ship if 
the destroyer that rescued us was 
also sunk,” the wiry, red-faced 
sailor told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
as he recounted the story of the 
successive sinkings. 

Above Range of Guns. 
“We were carrying supplies to 
Java,” he said. “I was on deck 
about noon on Feb. 27, waiting to 
hear the mess call. Suddenly some- 
body hollered ‘air attack.’ A forma- 
tion of 18 Japanese planes came 
over at about 15,000 feet, out of 
the range of our anti-aircraft guns. 
“The first time they flew over, 
they didn’t hit us but one near 
miss damaged the rudder. They 
came back again, but didn’t drop 
any bombs. On the third time 
around they really let us have it, 
and we got a lot of direct hits. 
“I was carrying antigircraft am- 
munition from below decks. I 
could feel the ship shake every 
time it was hit. The bombs made 
the deck bounce. 

“It seemed like every hit started 
a fire. I went below decks to 
fight one, when a gunner’s mate 
yelled to us ‘Come on out of there.’ 
When I got up on deck, it looked 
like the whole topside was on fire. 

“For the first time I saw the 
bombs heading for the Langley. 
Every one looks like it’s coming 
directly at you. Sort of the way a 
pop fly looks to a baseball player,” 
he said with a grin. 

Hit by Piece of Shrapnel. 

“During ali four hours of the 
attack, men kept shouting ‘Drop’!

The destroyer was attacked by 
another formation of Japanese 
planes but the attack was beaten 
off with little damage to the ship. 
The rescued crew from the Lang- 
ley was then transferred to the 


Pecos. 

“we started out for Australia,” 
Sellers continued. “On March 1, 
it was about noon and I was think~- 
ing about chow again. Suddenly 
somebody shouted, ‘Here they come 

n!’ 

“They were dive-bombers this 
time, and the first plane let go 
a bomb that hit us directly amid- 
ships. It didn’t sink us, so for 
about two hours the Japs let us 
have one bomb every five minutes. 

Pecos Stood on End, 


“We finally had to abandon ship 
again, and this time there was a 
lot of oil on the water. I had 
to jump into the ocean because 
I couldn’t find a rope that was 
long enough. 

“We watched the Pecos sink. 
She went down at the bow, but 
she must have stood on end for 
about five minutes until she fi- 
nally sank. It’s kind of uncanny, 
watching the only ship in sight 
disappear.” 

After five and one-half hours, 
the survivors were rescued by the 
same destroyer that picked them 
up after the Langley was sunk. 
The trip to Australia was accom- 
plished without incident. © Sellers, 
whose home is in Colorado Springs, 
Colo., is on his way to New York 
on assignment on a new ship. He 
is 27 years old.

With their crews constantly at bat- 
tle stations manning machine guns 
in the waist “blister” in the nose 
and back aft in the stern, they 


jswooped a few dozen yards above 


the surface for the best bombing 
position, 

From their position alongside the 
anchored French aircraft carrier 
Bearn, the survivors of the Blake- 
ley watched the daylight action as 
they went about cleaning up and 
patching their vessel. Facing the 
Caribbean from their emergency 
berth with the Bearn, they peered 
past old Fort Louis, past the six 
French oil tankers anchored at 
Fort de France, past the specta- 
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tors lining the shore toward Point 
Negro. 

Early today, with the tropical 
moonlight turning the Caribbean 
into a dancing pot of gold, they 
saw more evidence that their com- 
panions in war—the Navy and 
Army bomber crews—were doing 
their best to even the score for 
them. 


Search Ships at Sea. 

The scene of action shifted early 
today. Yesterday the target area 
was off the five-mile harbor mouth 
of Fort de France, sometimes as 
close as two miles to shore. Around 
midnight the game of hide-and- 
seek was shifted to a focal point 
up the coast off shore from Le 
Carbet and St. Pierre, above the 
spot where the Blakeley was tor- 
pedoed at 10 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing as it headed south on patrol 
just outside the three-mile limit. 


Aloft, one plane piloted by En- 
sign Edward G. Binning of New 
York City (who yesterday reported 
he had sunk a submarine), with 
Ensign Ralph Hathaway of Day- 
ton, O., as co-pilot took over a 
course extending from the St. 
Pierre roadstead and the sladowy, 
incredibly deep waters near the 
bold cliffs to a spot some 15 miles 
into the Caribbean. 


A target was suspected to be in 
that area. The moon crept nearer 
the horizon, but Binning and his 
crew moved back and forth hour 
after hour, every man alert, 


Now they darted close to little 
coves where deep water could offer 
a refuge for a sorely pressed: sub- 
marine crew, badly in need of 
fresh air if only for a few min- 
utes. Now they gained altitude in 
the hope of spotting a long, dark 
silhouette, outlined in- the moon- 
light. Now they banked over near 
Cape En Rage—where the Blake- 
ley’s attacker lurked last Monday 
—and joked grimly at the appli- 
cation of the geographical place 
name to their own sentiments.

In the distance they could see 
other airplanes following the same 
tactics. This was an offensive to 
the finish, to be ended only by 
death and halted only long enough 
for refueling and reloading of 
bombs and. depth charges. They

Nov. i1, Under Su- 
preme Court Decision.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 28— 
State Sales Tax Department audi- 
tors will begin today an audit of 
construction work at Army camps 
and other Government war projects 
in Missouri since last Nov. 11 to 
determine the amount of state 
sales taxes due from contractors 
for materials used, under a United 
States Supreme Court decision 
holding that contractors on Gov- 
ernment work are not exempt from 
such taxes. 

State Sales Tax Supervisor G. 
Hubert Bates estimated the State 
would collect, direct from the con- 
tractors, approximately ‘$1,000,000 
in 2 per cent sales taxes on such 
projects for the period from Nov. 
11, 1941, to May 31 of this year. 
After this month, Bates said, the 
contractors will pay the tax to 
dealers from whom they purchase 
construction. materials and the 
dealers will pay the State. 

Bates said Nov. 11 was selected 


as the beginning period for the col- | 


lection of the tax because it imme- 
diately follows the date of the 
United States Supreme Court de- 
cision. ‘ : 
Start at Lake City Plant. 

A small force of auditors, to be 
expanded later, will begin the 
audit today at the Lake City am- 
munition plant near Kansas City. 

The audit will be extended, Bates 
said, to the small arms ammunition 
plant in Sst. Louis, the Weldon 
Spring: TNT plant, Camp Crowder, 
near Neosho, Fort Leonard Wood, 
an airport near Vichy, an ordnance 
plant near Louisiana, Government 
construction at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, and other lesser defense con- 
struction projects. 

Prior to Nov. 11 contractors on 
such projects, operating under 
fixed-fee contracts, were exempt 
from payment of the Missouri sales 
tax, and no effort will be made to 
go back of that date, Bates said. 

War Department Orders. 

War Department instructions to 
contractors, copies of which have 
been received by the Sales Tax De- 
partment, directed that Sales Tax 
Department auditors be given ac- 
cess to the books and recerds of 
contractors, subject to restrictions 
on safeguarding of military infor- 
mation. 

These instructions state that con- 
tractors operating under fixed-fee 
contracts will be reimbursed by the 
Government for sales tax found ap- 
plicable, with certain exceptions. 
The instructions point out that the 
Missouri tax shall not be applied 
on any sales of materials directly 
to the Federal Government when 
paid for by warrants drawn on the 
United States Treasury, 

Bates said the audit of construc- 
tion work at the various plants in 
Missouri would be completed in 60 
to 90 days. He said very little tax 
would be collected from contractors 
at Fort Leonard Wood, as most of 
the construction work there was 
completed before Nov. 11.

ness and professional men are con- 
fronted with this dilemma, It often 
develops because a man rifts 
along with the business contacts 
limited chiefly to his own age 
group. A youttg lawyer or doctor, 
for étample, usually recruits his 
clients from people who are within 
five or 10 years of his own age. 


This is true for a variety of reasons. First, people much older 
than the doctor have usually attached themselves to some other 
Goctor more nearly of their own age. And persons much 
younger are likely to have made social contacts with the gen- 
eration of medics or dentists or lawyers in their own age 
brackets. Our practi¢es usually depend upon a certain minimum 
number of clients. One of our famous dental economists, Dr. 
Charlies H. Kendall, of Milwaukee, recently estimated that a 
dentist must work on the teeth of at least 500 different patients 
before he can expect even a modest steady practice. And he 
reports that it requires 800 different patients before their future 
patronage and the referred cases they send to him, will keep 


him constantly busy.

LET US SUPPOSE that Robert had 800 active law accounts 
or clients when he was reaching his peak at the age of 40 years. 
He had to expand his office space then and enjoyed a lucrative 
practice. Perhaps most of his clients were 35 to 50 years of age. 
The scene now shifts to the present, which means that 15 years 
have intervened. Many of those 800 clients have moved away 
or have died. For a time, the increasing legal problems of the 
others may have offset the reduced number of Robert’s clients. 
But there comes a point where the tide begins to turn. When 
it does, the change is much faster than one imagines! Within 
five years, for example, a professional man can drop from the 
level of a comfortable living to the verge of insolvency. 


x * * 


EVERY SUCCESSFUL business or professional man must 
Make sure that he keeps recruiting new clients from the younger 
age groups. It is easier to get them then, before they have de- 
cided upon a family consultant, than to win them away from 
older tieups to which loyalty and many years of friendly bonds 
now hold them. Robert, for example, now discovers that each 
year for the last decade, the total number of his law clients 
has declined. His heavy overhead, however, has remained the 
Same as at the peak of his practice. He can now retrench by 
moving to more modest quarters, which may hurt his pride 
somewhat. He Can also swing into action and endeavor to re- 
cruit additional clients so that the total will approach the num- 
ber who consulted him during his heyday. Unfortunately, as 
we grow older, we lose some of our pep and thus circulate so- 
cially to a lesser degree, thereby limiting our possibility of new 
contacts. Beware of drifting complacently till you are almost 
over the edge of the waterfall. Wake up and analyze your

And 
if the play was a flop and he didn’t 
enjoy himself very much, don’t 
be especially affectionate.

.duction, It has been found that in 


a shoe factory where the workers 
eat three ordinary meals a day, 
production was’ increased by pro- 
viding a forenoon and an after- 
noon lunch of a glass of milk and 
@ piece of cake. These lunches and 
rest periods prevented decrease in 
productivity that showed up inev- 
itably in the latter half of the 
morning and afternoon, There is 


undoubtedly a psychological factor | 


in thig too in the worker’s feeling 
of good will. 


In another factory it was found — 


with experienced women operdtors 
that shortening their working day 
by half an hour or an hour and 
changes in the temperature and 
humidity and even lunches did not 
greatly affect their hourly output. 
What did affect their output was 
frequently spaced rest periods 
which allowed the workers to sit 
down, lie down or to be out of 
doors.

NEW YORK, May 27. 
RECENT order of the Office 
A: Defense Transportation ‘pro- 
ibited the use of busses for 
sightseeing. In the future the 
busses will be utilized for more 
essential work, such as the hauling 

of troops, workers and materials. 

A wise move, but sightseeing 
must go on, nevertheless. We are 
a nation of sightseers and to aban- 
don the habit of going about, star- 
ing at objects, both ahimate and 
inanimate, would be to take an- 
other step toward the complete 
overhauling of this country’s struc- 
ture. As we see it, the preserva- 
tion of the Constitution is no more 
important than the preservation of 
the nature and habits of the people 
the Constitution belongs to. Let 
us change too much and here is 
always the chance that we won't 
want a Constitution. 

But to get back to busses—and 
the last one there is a rotten egg. 
If we have no busses, we must 
sightsee without them. We must 
keep in practice so that when the 
war is over and the busses are re- 
turned by the Government (just as 
hot and stuffy and uncomfortable 
as they were when taken over, I 
trust), the citizens will be — to 
utilize them. 

As a starter toward nespine 
sightseeing alive, parents should 


take their children on conducted , 


tours of the neighborhood, Not on

WHO-WHOM AGAIN. 

One of the commonest misuses 
of “whom” is in such construc- 
tions as: “He is the man whom I 
think took the money; she is the 
one whom I suppose was injured,” 
etc. Both sentences are errone- 
ous. 

As is explained in my WHO- 
WHOM Pamphlet, “who” creates 
the action, and “whom” is acted 
upon. If the sentences are rear 
ranged, it is instantly clear that 
“whom” should be changed to 
“who,” thus: “I think he is the 
man who took the money; I sup- 
pose she is the one who was in- 
jured.” 

Also, commas will help to avoid 
the misuse: He is the man who, I 
think, took the money; she is the 
one who, I suppose, was injured. 

To illustrate “whom” as receiv- 
ing the action, study these correct

accused of taking the money. In 
both sentences “I” creates the ac- 
tion, and “whom” receives it, thus:

What annoys me about the whole 
matter is that teachers and many 
school boards, continue to class 
children who do not stand high in 
book work as inferior to those who 
do and deny them admission to the 
schools that were really intended 
for the less bookminded children.

The schools started with the

ones. That in turn forced the 
changes in the courses of study so 
that these vocational schools, in- 
tended for education and develop- 
ment of manual skills, became cul- 
tural schools, repeating the work, 
done by the already highly-organ- 
ized high schools. Once more the 
potential trade workers were 
pushed out. 


The heads of the schools and 
the teachers had been trained in 
the old-style. schools and went 
back to their training. They 
thought in terms of book-minded 
children, taught on that basis, and 
the handed child was unhappy and 
a misfit. Only where the heads of 
the schools, and the leaders in the 
teaching staff understood the 
potential values in their hand- 
minded pupils are the vocational 
schools functioning well. While 
the school people are greatly re- 
sponsible, the parents are more so. 

When a child does not do too 
well in book work his parents feel 
disgraced although he may be a 
skilled worker in some worthy 
field. The*child who gets A is 
honored beyond all others in the
